Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Isn't  it  dreadful  hov  the  years  slip  past?  No  sooner  do 
ve  submit  one  Annual  Report  than  ve  seem  to  have  to  start 
preparing  the  tables  for  the  next.  The  medical  Officer  of 
Health's  letter  is  always  a worry;  the  body  of  the  report  is 
purely  factual,  but  the  letter  has  to  be  thought  out  and 

? resented  in  such  a way  as  to  encourage  the  whole  to  be  read-. 

often  wonder  how  my  introductory  letter  would  read  if  a 
professional  editor  were  to  take  it  in  hand* 

The  population  continues  to  fall,  as  elsewhere  in  East 
Lancashire,  by  about  1$  a year,  for  a number  of  years  the 
births  belonging  to  the  Borough  have  about  equalled  the  deaths 
(293  - 291  in  1964,  281  - 279  in  1963,  for  example)  so 
demonstrating  that  steady  migration  is  taking  place.  Most 
strangers  will  readily  agree  that  East  Lancashire  people  are 
amongst  the  kindest  and  most  genuine  in  Britain  and  that  we  have 
magnificent  countryside  within  easy  reach,  but;  Oh  dear!  the 
weather  - no  amount  of  public  relations  can  altar  that. 

Praiseworthy  efforts  to  brighten  the  town  continue  but 
there  are  still  areas  of  depression  which  tend  to  stay  in  the 
mind  rather  than  the  aspects  for  which  we  are  proud.  What  about 
Lenches,  Carry  Bridge  and  Waterside?  I promise  not  to  mention 
them  nexi;  year,  and  hope  that  I do  not  need  to,  in  the  1966 
Report.  I have  often  wondered  whether  the  riverside  walk  from 
Heifsr  Lane  to  town  could  be  made  more  cheerful.  Many  of  us 

stroll  along  there  in  the  evenings  and  it  could  be  so  nice,  The 

new  shopping  centre  and  bus  station  was  completed  before  Christmas 
and  is  indeed  a pleasing  approach  to  the  shopping  and  business 
area  from  the  Skipton  and  Keighley  approach  roads. 

You  will  see  in  the  Vital  Statistics  table  that  there  were 
three  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  This  is  a very 
low  number  and  it  is  of  importance  that  all  three  babies  died  in 
their  first  week  of  life.  Deaths  after  the  first  month  tend  to 
be  due  to  environmental  factors  - housing,  air  pollution,  diet, 
family  income  etc.,  whereas  deaths  soon  after  birth  tend  to  be 
the  result  of  medical  conditions  occurring  before  or  at  the  time 
of  birth.  Thus  deaths  in  the  older  baby  are  a fair  indication 
of  the  health  of  the  community,  and  may  point  out  things  which 
can  readily  be  remedied:  early  deaths  are  outside  our  control  and 
generally  speaking  will  depend  on  medical  research. 

Our  Smoke  Control  programme  has  settled  into  a satisfactory 
routine,  and  with  several  areas  dealt  with,  the  effects  can  be 
seen  quite  dramaticly,  particularly  on  a clear  evening,  between 
the  areas  and  the  rest  of  the  town.  The  benefits  are  well  known, 
but  cannot  be  easily  assessed  in  terms  of  money.  Unfortunately, 
the  costs  of  establishing  smokefree  areas  will  rise,  but  the 
long  term  advantages  must  remain  foremost  in  our  minds  when 
considering  the  estimated  expenditure.

Two  public  conveniences  were  removed  during  the  year,  that 
on  Primet' Hill  and  the  other  that  delightful  ancient  iron 
horror  at  Cottontree.  The  loss  of  the  former  was  more  than 
repaid  by  the  combined  toilets  and  bus  shelter  on  Burnley  Road, 
These  are  of  dressed  stone  and  are  truly  magnificent,  and  so 
they  should  be,  at  £2,600,  We  now  have  five  toilet  blocks  in 
the  mile  or  so  between  Primet  and  Skipton  Road,  and  I understand 
that  two  more  are  planned  for  further  along  the  main  road,  one 
at  the  Cemetery  and  the  other  at  Heifer  Lane. 

Finally,  I acknowledge  with  sincerity,  the  fine  work  of 
my  colleagues  in  the  Health  Department,  and  thank  you  for  your 
interest  in  our  work.

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STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Borough  cf  Colne  is  well  situated,  healthy  and  in  excellent 
natural  surroundings,  lying  between  420  ft.  and  800  ft.  above  sea 
level.  There  is  good  natural  drainage  and  a plentiful  water  supply. 

Approximately  30%  of  the  workers  were  employed  in  the  textile 
industry.  The  other  main  industries  are:-  engineering,  building 
and  civil  engineering,  metal  goods,  leather,  construction,  transport, 
professional  services,  public  services  and  administration, 
distributive  and  various  miscellaneous  services. 

The  unemployed  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  56  (29  men 
and  27  women),  of  which  4 women  were  temporarily  unemployed.  There 
has  been  very  little  short-time  working  in  the  area  throughout  the 
year  and  there  is  a high  level  of  employment  in  all  industries.

THE  CHRISTIANA  HARTLEY  MATERNITY  HOME 

The  Christiana  Hartley  Maternity  Home  in  Barrowford  Roaa, 
serves  the  Borough  of  Colne  and  the  neighbouring  districts. 

The  accommodation  available  consists  of  14  maternity  beds 
and  2 isolation  beds.  The  maternity  block  contains  2 labour 
ward*,  sterilisation  room,  nursery  and  duty  room.  There  is  also 
an  ana-natal  clinic,  observation  block,  kitchen  and  laundry. 


PREMAT  ORE  INFANTS 

Premature  infants  are  retained  in  the  Maternity  Home  until 
their  progress  is  equal  to  tnat  of  a child  born  at  full  term 
pregnancy. 

Premature  babies  bom  at  home  can  be  admitted  to  the 
Maternity  Home  or  hospital  if  the  home  conditions  are  unsuitable. 

The  midwife  has  access  to  special  equipment  maintained  at  the 
Divisional  Health  Offices  for  premature  babies,  should  it  be 
necessary. 

THE  ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC.  CHRISTIANA 

HABTJEY  MATERNITY  HOME 

The  Clinic  ia  situated  to  the  East  of  the  main  building  of 
the  Home,  from  which  it  is  entirely  separate.  The  accommodation 
consists  of  a waiting  room  and  sanitary  accommodation,  dressing 
cubicles,  laboratory  and  two  consulting  rooms,, 

Sessions  are  held  bi-weekly  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons 
for  patients  seeking  admission  to  the  Home.  General  practitioner* 
attend  their  own  patient*  at  the  Clinic  by  appointment.  In. 
addition,  sessions  axe  held  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre,  Albert  Road, 
by  the  County  Midwive#  for  patient*  having  babies  in  tbeir  own 
homes.  These  are  held  weekly  on  Thursday  mornings.

The  Welfare  of  children  has  long  Deen  the  concern  and 
interest  of  this  local  authority  and,  in  spite  of  the  powers 
to  act  tosSag  transferred  to  the  County  Council,  the  interest 
is  always  present. 

Information  of  cases  of  neglect  or  cruelty,  or  both 
reaches  the  Department  through  very  many  channels  - 
School  Nurses,  Health  Visitors,  Teachers,  Attendance 
Officers,  and  on  many  occasions  througn  neighbours. 

All  rumours  or  reports  are  investigated  Warnings  are  issued 
if  necessary  and  close  watch  is  kept  on  the  case  or  cases. 

If  all  this  fails  to  produce  the  desired  effect,  the  N.S.P.C.C, 
Inspector  is  communicated  with,  and  he  visits  the  house. 
Usually,  this  has  a salutary  effect  In  all  cases  where 

warnings  have  been  issued  or  there  has  been  a suspicion  of 
neglect,  close  supervision  is  maintained.

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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


There  was  an  epidemic  of  measles  amongBt  children  aged 
from  1-5  y*ars  at  the  end  of  1964,  429  cases  being 
notified  up  to  December  31st.  It  is  typical  of  measles 
that  it  has  a two-year  periodicity,  and  this  outbreak  was 
anticipated.  Several  trials  of  a vaccine  are  taking  place 
in  Britain,  giving  protection  against  this  illness,  which, 
although  tending  to  be  taken  lightly,  can  leave  serious 
medical  consequences  or  even  death.  Otherwise,  the  number 
of  infectious  diseases  notified  to  the  Department  was  very 
low  - one  scarlet  fever,  one  dysentery  and  two  whooping 
cough. 


VACCINATION 

SMALLPOX  - It  is  to  be  regretted  that  such  a large  number 
of  parents  do  not  accept  the  vaccination  of  their  children 
against  smallpox.  With  the  increasing  number  of  people 
travelling  bv  air,  and  thus  getting  from  one  spot  on  the  globe 
to  another  in  a matter  of  hours,  the  chance  of  smallpox  being 
introduced  into  our  area  is  very  much  greater.  This  was 
demonstrated  by  the  very  serious  outbreaks  in  several  parts 
of  the  Country  during  early  1962.  I would  strongly  urge 
parents  to  have  their  babies  vaccinated.  This  is  now  generally 
carried  out  in  the  second  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS-  B.C.G.  (Bacillus  Calmette  Guerin)  vaccination 
against  iuberculosis  was  again  offered  to  school  children  who 
had  reached  the  age  of  13  years.  The  response  was  very  good, 
B.C.G.  vaccination  gives  protection  against  tuberculosi8 , and 
protection  is  very  necessary  as  there  are  still  many  undiscovered 
cases. 

Since  March,  1962  vaccination  has  been  offered  to  children 
of  13  years  and  upwards,  and  to  students  at  universities  and 
colleges. 

POLIOMYELITIS  - Protection  against  Poliomyelitis  was 
offered  to  persons  from  the  age  of  6 months  to  40  years  and 
to  expectant  mothers  of  all  ages.  Three  oral  doses  are 
necessary  with  an  interval  of  4 weeks  between  each  dose. 

The  response  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

A fourth  dose  is  now  offered  to  children  during  their 
first  term  after  entrance  to  the  infant  school. 

IMMUNISATION 

DIPHTHERIA.  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS  - Clinics  for 
active  Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus 
are  held  weekly  at  the  School  Clinic,  Bank  House.  Though 
diphtheria  is  a rare  disease,  and  whooping  cough  is  on  the 
decline,  there  is  no  room  for  complacency.  Parents  are 
exhorted  to  have  all  their  children  immunised,  for  it  is  only 
by  doing  so  that  these  diseases  can  be  effectively  prevented. 

A booster  dose  is  now  offered  to  children  during  their  first 
term  after  entrance  to  the  infants  school.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
FOR__THE_  YEAR  ENDED  31st,  DECEMBER.  1964 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  eleventh  annual  report  on 
the  environmental  services  provided  by  this  Department-  There 
w ere  no  staff  changes  during  the  year  and,  in  consequence  of 
the  enforced  delay  in  progressing  with  smoke  control,  a good 
year's  all  round  work  on  our  other  duties  was  accomplished. 

Indeed,  but  for  this  enforced  delay  in  smoke  control  work,  we 
should  probably  have  found  difficulty  in  coping  with  the  inspection 
of  offices  and  shops  which  were  registered  with  the  Council  from 
1st ? May  when  the  Offices,  Shops  & Railway  Premises  Act  of  1963 
came  into  force.  More  about  this  later. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

One  feature  of  the  year  was  the  steep  rise  in  the  number 
of  treatments  requested  by  the  public  for  the  eradication  of 
mice  from  properties  in  the  town.  This  might  have  been 
predicted  from  the  gradual  increase  in  complaints  since  1962. 

It  is  difficult  to  know  the  reason  for  this  increase.  The 
facts  are  that  the  average  number  of  complaints  over  a ten  year 
period  up  to  I960  was  fairly  steady  at  54  per  year,  1963  gave 
ua  123  and  1964  - 255'  It  was  becoming  physically  impossible 
for  the  rodent  operative  to  cope  ana  the  Committee  wisely  agreed 
to  provide  him  with  a van  for  his  work. 

WASTE  WATER  CLOSETS 

Following  my  comments  in  last  year's  annual  report  on  the 
slowing  down  of  the  conversion  rate  of  these  obsolete  closets 
the  Committee  increased  the  grant  paid  towards  closet  conversions 
from  £7.10.0.  to  £10.10.0.  This  came  into  force  on  the  1st,. 
October  1964  and  as  yet  it  is  not  possible  to  judge  what  the 
effect  has  been.  Publicity  was  given  to  the  increased  grant 
in  the  Spring  of  this  year  and  it  is  hoped  than  this  will 
stimulate  the  conversion  of  these  closets  of  which  there  are 
still  more  than  1,600  in  the  town* 

THE  MEAT  INSPECTION  REGULATIONS.  1963 


From  the  1st.  October  1963.  charges  were  made  for  the 
inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  town.  No  carcase  may 
now  be  removed  from  a slaughterhouse  until  the  official  stamp 
of  inspection  haB  bsen  placed  on  it.  This  is  nothing  new  in

THE  OFFICES.  SHOPS  & RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT.  1963. 

One  hundred  and  ninety  two  applications  were  received 
for  registration  of  premises  under  this  Act  which  embraces 
all  shops  and  officee  where  there  are  employees  working  on 
the  premises  Offices  in  factories  local  authority 
offices  and  those  in  schools-  hospitals  and  other  government 
properties  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Factory  Inspectorate, 
The  legislation  governing  the  working  conditions  of  these 
employees  has  been  greatly  extended  by  this  Act.  Almost 
all  these  premises  were  inspected  before  the  end 
of  the  year  and  it  is  interesting  to  find  that  we  had  to 
write  to  81  firms;  drawing  attention  to  deficiencies  on  their 
premises  in  standards  required  by  this  Act.  This  does  not 
include  premises  where  the  only  items  would  be  the  provision 
of  a first  aid  box  or  a thermometer  The  number  shows  that 
43#  were  deficient  in  some  major  items. 


PROGRESS  IN  SLUM  CLEARANCE 

During  the  year  a further  block  of  property  in  the 
Greenfield  Road  area  was  represented  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation.  Following  an  objection  to  the  Order  by  the  owner 
of  a block  of  shops  with  houses  attached,  a public  «»RUiry 
was  held.  The  Ministry  later  confirmed  the  Order  without 
amendment.  Several  houses  qualified  for  a well-mainta.oied 
payment.  This  is  likely  to  become  more  frequent  as  we 
progress  into  a slightly  better  layer  of  unfit  property

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  North  Calder  Water  Board  supplies  Colne,  Nelson 
and  district  with  water. 

The  town's  water  is  obtained  fro*  a catchment  area  of 
780  acres  near  at  hand  on  Emmett  Moor  and  feeds  the  Lar.eshaw 
Reservoir  which  has  a capacity  of  75  million  gallons 

The  reservoir  is  well  situated,  858  feet  above  Ordnance 

Datum 


Corn  Close  Borehole,  with  pumping  plant,  was  completed 
in  1937.  The  capacity  of  the  borehole  is  40,000  gallons 
per  hour. 

The  supply  is  adequate  and  of  excellent  quality,  giving 
satisfactory  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  are  concentrated 
at  the  Sewage  Purification  Works  in  Burnley  Road, 

The  construction  of  these  Works  was  completed 
during  1961-  The  treatment  now  comprises  grit  removal, 
detritus  maceration,  primary  settlement  in  two  circular 
settlement  tanks,  primary  and  secondary  filters  with 
recirculation  and  humus  tank  treatment  of  the  filter 
effluent.  The  sludge  from  the  primary  tanks  and  the  humus 
tanks  is  collected  in  sludge  wells,  conditioned  with  lime 
and  copperas,  and  pressed  in  filter  presses  to  remove  the 
excess  water.  The  pressed  sludge  is  stored  at  the  Works 
and  sold  for  agricultural  purposes. 

No  sewer  extensions  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 


RTVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  Lancashire  Rivers  Board  is  responsible  for  the 
supervision  and  protection  of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the 
area  and,  where  necessary  their  attention  is  directed  to 
cases  of  river  pollution. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


There  were  27  pail  closets  and  41  privies  still  in  use 
in  the  area  at  the  end  of  the  year*  In  most  of  these  cases 
there  is  an  adequate  supply  of  water,  but  no  sewer  available. 
Conversions  to  the  water  carriage  system  would  necessitate 
the  provisions  of  a septic  cank  and  filter,  but  due  care 
should  be  taken  before  installations  are  carried  out,  to 
ensure  that  iand  and  ditches  are  not  fouled  by  the  effluents. 

In  September  1958,  for  a period  of  three  years,  the 
Council  made  available  a Grant  towards  the  cost  of 
converting  a pail  closet  to  a fresh  water  closet.  In  October, 
1961  and  again  in  1964  this  period  was  extended  for  a further 
three  years  The  Grant  is  £25,  or  half  the  cost  of  conversion, 
whichever  is  the  lower-  Two  grants  of  £25  each  were  paid 
during  ths  year  - 

The  conversion  of  95  was t«- water  closets  into  fresh 
water  closets  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  under 
review. 

Late  In  1984  the  Corporation  Grant  of  £7,10,0d,  per 
conversion  was  incr*ased  to  £I0.10.0d,  A grant  was  given  in 
cO  instances.  The  other  35  conversions  comprised  part  of 
improvement  schemes  submitted  to  the  Council  for  approval, 
and  ths  cost  of  the  work  Involved  qualified  for  Standard  or 
Improvement  Grants  under  the  provisions  of  the  House  Purchase 
and  Housing  Act,  1959, 

At  tne  end  of  the  year  there  were  still  1647  waste-water 
closets  within  the  Borough.  Their  conversion  is  the  greatest 
outstanding  sanitary  improvement  needed.

Refuse  is  collected  from  approximately  8,060  bins  at 
houses  and  other  buildings,  and  is  transported  in  two 
Karri er  Bantam  and  one  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  'Fore  and  Aft 
Tipping  Body'  Refuse  collector  vehicles.  A weekly 
collection  of  house  refuse  is  maintained# 

Refuse  disposal  was  carried  out  solely  by  controlled 
tipping  at  Bunkers  Hill  and  Byron  Road  Tips.  The  Bunkers 
Hill  Tip  is  now  completed. 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  a Karrier  Motor 
Sweeper  and  by  Collectors,  working  on  the  "beat”  system 
with  "Orderly"  trucks. 

Gullies  are  emptied  by  a Karrier  "Yorkshire"  Gully 
Emptier.  Septic  tanks  are  emptied  at  owners'  request 
and  cost,  by  the  same  means.  There  are  no  cesspools  to 
be  cleansed  as  a rate  borne  charge. 

The  majority  of  the  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly 
by  the  Corporation,  but  tnere  are  a number  of  pail  and 
privy  closets  in  the  more  inaccessible  parts  of  the 
district  which  are  emptied  by  the  occupiers. 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Borough  Engineer 
to  whom  I am  indebted  for  most  of  this  information.

There  were  no  applications  for  exemptions  in  respect  of 
overcrowding,  temperature,  sanitary  conveniences  or  running  water. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT.  1956 

One  hundred  and  six  observations,  each  of  30  minutes' 
duration  were  taken  during  the  year  from  the  factory  chimneys 
now  in  use  in  the  district.  In  6 instances  it  was  found 
necessary  to  report  the  existence  of  a smoke  nuisance  to  the 
management  of  the  firms  concerned.  Fifty-seven  visits  were 
made  to  premises  regarding  smoke  emissions  or  boiler  problems, 
and  advice  given  to  management,  engineers  and  stokers.  No 
legal  proceedings  were  taken. 

Building  Bye-laws  made  on  October  1st.  1957,  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  24  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  require  the 
provisions  in  new  buildings  of  such  arrangements  for  heating 
or  cooking  as  are  calculated  to  prevent  so  far  as  is  practicable 
the  emission  of  smoke. 


SMOKE  CONTROL  AREAS 

The  target  year  for  completion  of  the  programme  is  1976* 
This  will  absorb  the  built  up  parts  of  the  town. 

The  Colne  (Nos.l  4 2)  Smoke  Control  Orders  are  in  force. 
Over  700  houses  and  other  buildings  are  within  these  areas. 

The  Colne  (No. 3)  Smoke  Control  Order  was  confirmed  by  the 
Ministry  in  October,  19^4  and  is  timed  to  operate  from  the  1st 
August,  1965.  This  Order  comprises  319  houses,  the  majority 
of  which  are  on  a Council  Estate. 

During  the  year  75  visits  were  made  on  this  work.

Insecticides  used  depend  on  the  type  of  infestation 
found.  Bugs,  house  flies  and  blow  flies  are  treated  with 
D.D.T.  dust*  or  liquid  emulsions.  Empty  houses  treated  for 
fleas  are  dealt  with  by  "Gammexane"  smoke  generators. 
Cockroach  infestations  are  treated  with  "Dieldrin"  and 
"Maiathion  dusts".  The  results  obtained  were  quite 
satisfactory. 


CORPORATION  HOUSES  - INCOMING  TENANTS 

Personal  effects  and  premises  of  prospective  Corporation 
tenants  moving  from  slum  clearance  areas  are  inspected  for 
vermin,  and  treatment  arranged  if  found  necessary. 
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SCHOOLS 


There  are  18  County  Schools  within  the  Borough,  Of 
these  18  schools,  there  are  1 Grammar  School  and  3 Secondary 
Modern  Schools. 

We  can  no  longer  comment  on  the  unsatisfactory 
washing  facilities  at  the  Junior  and  Infants  Schools.  It  is 

a matter  of  great  satisfaction  that  in  all  schools  there 
are  now  sufficient  wash  basins  over  which  hot  and  cold 
running  water  is  available. 

In  the  older  schools,  although  the  closet  accommodation 
is  in  good  condition  under  normal  usage,  the  mere  fact  that 
it  is  not  under  cover  means  that  every  Winter  there  are  freeze 
ups  and  bursts.  Action  has  been  taken  in  the  last  12  yonths 
to  provide  protection,  in  some  cases  by  adapting  the  outside 
conveniences  by  building  up  the  front  and  roofing  over.  This 
has  been  done  at  4 schools.  We  should  not  be  satisfied  until 
all  school  conveniences  are  under  cover  with  heating  available 
to  prevent  freezing  up. 


SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  are  no  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or  pools 
open  to  the  public.  The  reconstructed  public  swimming  baths 
were  opened  in  June,  1963. 


They  consist  of  the  following 


An  adult  swimming  pool,  children's  pool,  shower  and  foot 
baths,  dressing  rooms  for  use  with  the  main  pool,  dressing 
cubicles  for  school  children,  sanitary  accommodation  and  also 
seat*  for  spectators.  The  children's  swimming  pool  was 
modernised  and  reopened  at  the  beginning  of  the  1962  swimming 
season,  after  being  closed  to  the  public  for  many  years.

H0T7STNG  CONDITIONS 

The  number  of  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  7 r 530  of 
which  7,295  were  inhabitSd. 

Approximately  200  houses  have  still  to  be  dealt  with  under 
the  slum  clearance  programme  to  the  end  of  1985*  of  which 
nearly  100  are  awaiting  demolition. 
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One-fifth  of  all  houses  are  Council  houses,  mainly  living 
room,  scullery,  3 bedrooms  and  bathrooa  type.  The  remainder  are 
mostly  terraced,  stone  built  houses,  of  sound  construction 
built  around  the  beginning  of  this  century,  many  of  which  lack 
modern  amenities.  Several  house  owners,  mainly  owner-occupiers 
have  made  applications  for  Standard  Grants,  as  will  be  seen  from 
the  proceeding  table. 

Overcrowding  - The  exact  number  of  cases  of  overcrowding  is 
unknown,  but  probably  very  few.  No  cases  of  overcrowding  on 

Corporation  estates  were  found.  One  case  of  overcrowding  was 

discovered  in  a private  house.  The  overcrowding  was  abated  by 
this  family  buying  a larger  house.

ICE  CREAM 


There  are  on  the  register,  1 manufacturer/retailer  and 
80  retailers.  The  former  is  a small  trader  and  the  latter 
retail,  almost  exclusively,  pre-packed  ice  creams.  In  addition, 
there  are  4 motor  vehicles  from  neighbouring  authorities  from  which 
ice  cream  is  sold  in  the  district! 

Fourteen  inspections  were  made  during  the  year,  including 
visits  to  the  registered  manufacturer/retailer,  who  uses  the 
heat  treatment  method  of  manufacture. 

Twelve  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Ten  were  Grade  1,  2 Grade  2,  nil  Grade  3 and  nil  Grade  4.

This 
was  notified  by  Mareden  Hoepital,  the  organism  responsible 
being  Salmonella  Enteritidis,  It  was  not  possible  to  trace 
the  source  of  infection  because  the  notification  to  this 
Department  was  given  three  weeks  after  the  onset  of  the  disease.

MEAT  INSPECTION 


Slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the  Abattoir  by  the  North 
East  Lancashire  Meat  Wholesalers  Ltd. , on  their  own  behalf 
and  for  any  other  butcher  requiring  animals  slaughtered,  at 
charges  agreed  by  the  Corporation, 

Improvements  were  carried  out  to  the  Abattoir  in  1951/52, 
additional  lairage  provided  in  1953,  and  a refrigerator  and  an 
overhead  weighing  scale  were  installed  in  1955.  The  N.E.L. 
Meat  Wholesalers  Ltd.,  installed  a deep  freeze  refrigerator 
which  came  into  use  on  the  1st  January,  i960.  A cowshed  to 
hold  24  cows  was  built  and  came  into  use  in  1962.  Every 
endeavour  is  made  to  ensure  that  slaughtering  takes  place  under 
the  most ’hygienic  conditions.
